Fowler, Gene. Minutes of the last meet- 
ing. Viking, $3.50. Tentative date March 
26 

Worked up from notes taken on the spot, 
these are memories of the writer’s cronies 
who congregated at the studio of John Decker 
in Hollywood in the years before World War 
Il. This circle of offbeat personalities in- 
cluded John Barrymore, W. C. Fields, and 
Sadakichi Hartmann, the half-Japanese, half- 


German art critic, dancer, and adventurer. 
They were all hard drinkers, wits, and 
poseurs, but Hartmann, the self-confessed 


genius and cynic, stole the spotlight from 
everybody else. Like the author’s Goodnight, 
Sweet Prince (Boox.ist 40:182, Ja 15 44), 
this memoir combines sentiment with rowdi- 
ness, and will probably enjoy a similar pub- 
lic demand. 


Medary, Marjorie. Each one teach one. 
Longmans, $3. Tentative date spring. 


An inspiring story of Dr. Frank C. Laubach 
and his devoted co-workers in the crusade 
to bring literacy to over half the world’s 
population. Continuing the story told by Dr. 
Laubach in The silent billion speak (Boox- 
ust 40:58, O 15 43), this author tells of their 
progress during and since the war years, and 
how what started as an almost one-man 
campaign has become a world movement 
aided and carried on by UNESCO. The 
author emphasizes the need for Christian men 
and women to help not only in the literacy 
campaign, but also in providing material to 
feed the vast hunger for learning that is 
awakening and to turn these millions to 
Christian rather than pagan or materialistic 
concepts. 


Rau, Santha Rama. This is India. Harper, 
$2.50. March 31. 


To clear up the misunderstandings about 
India engendered by occidental writers, a 
young Indian woman reviews the trips she 
has enjoyed in her native country, stressing 
the large cities rather than the villages, 
where, she insists, the real life of India re- 
sides. She journeys from the princely states 
of northern India, last strongholds of pag- 
eantry, to the south, still embedded in the 


caste system of Hinduism. Like the USS. 
Army guides issued to American soldiers in 
foreign countries, this is an informal hand- 
book to the understanding of alien folkways 
rather than a profound examination of social 
and political problems.

Howarth, David Armine. Thieves’ 
Rinehart, $3. March 11. 


Sir John Monson, the young oil geologist who 
relates this story, is one of three vacationists 
in Scotland who visit a cave, known as 
Thieves’ Hole, and stumble upon a dying man. 
Before help can arrive the body vanishes; 
in spite of several close calls Monson prowls 
about the cave, seashore, and countryside un- 
til he runs to earth an organization of smug- 
glers and spies. Masculine escape reading in 
which characterization and a_ perfunctory 
romance are incidental to excitement and 
muscular activity.

$2.50. March 2. 


Suddenly stricken blind, Heinrich Mitten- 
haufen, forty-year-old primary school teach- 
er from Hamburg, suffers an anxiety from 
which he retreats into a world of fantasy 
compounded of the images of the past. Moses 
Matthaus, the Jewish actor, gives him a game 
of bricks that he inherited from fellow in- 
mates in a concentration camp. He teaches 
Heinrich the right rules of the game: you 
cannot play it yourself, you must see the 
faces of others, and think of them. Once 
Heinrich plays the game correctly, he 
realizes that only through blindness has he 
attained spiritual vision. A postwar German 
novel, told with sparing precision, which 
uses its blind hero as a symbol of Germany’s 
new role in the community of nations. 


Masters, John. Bhowani Junction. Viking, 
$3.75. March 26. 


During the troubled days of 1946, Anglo- 
Indian Victoria Jones resolves to put an end 
to her equivocal status as a half-caste by 
marrying an Indian. At the last moment, 
however, she breaks the engagement and be- 
comes the mistress of Rodney Savage, a 
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tough-minded but just British officer charged 
with maintaining order in Bhowani. Rodney, 
namesake of the hero of Nightrunners of 
Bengal (Booxk.ist 47:86, N 1 50) shares his 
ancestor’s friendly feelings toward dark- 
skinned peoples, and hopes to marry Victoria; 
but he is not surprised when she chooses a 
man of mixed blood. As violent as the pre- 
ceding novel, this contributes equally to the 
reader’s understanding of the political and 
social problems of India. 


Matthiessen, Peter. 
$3.50. March 31. 


During a three-day weekend on the New 
England coast the wealthy children of the 
first lost generation face their individual 
problems and come of age in a series of 
events that shocks them into painful matur- 
ity. George McConville, Sam Rubicam, Eve 
Murray, and Cady Shipman have been in- 
volved since childhood in a network of love 
and friendship which has led them to divorce, 
adultery, and alcoholism because they have 
failed to meet adult responsibilities. A stormy 
night of disaster strips away the protection 
that their wealth and gilded education have 
given them; sobered by the death of an in- 
nocent caretaker, they take a new purchase 
on the adult world. An emotionally compli- 
cated and subtle novel for the discerning 
reader.

A freak accident leaves them 
stranded in a ghost town, and Ralph dreams 
up an audacious scheme for making the town 
into a living museum of the old mining days, 
His showmanship and Leila’s practicality 
create a mecca for tourists, and romance 
flourishes side by side with success. Good 
light entertainment. 


Tutton, Diana. Guard your daughters, a 
novel. Macmillan, $3.50. February 23. 


In the beginning, and on the surface, this 
is a delightful picture of an unusually com- 
panionable British family; the adoring hus- 
band and devoted father, the lovely, fragile 
mother, and the five talented, attractive 
daughters have a marvelous time together in 
their snug circle, kept tightly closed out of 
deference to the mother’s fear of the outside 
world. Everybody idolizes and pampers Grace 
Harvey; at the same time there is an under- 
current of resentment against this neurotic 
woman who rules with a whim of iron, and 
the reader is not at all surprised when the 
rising current breaks the bounds, dispersing 
the family.

Bright, John. The kingdom of God, the 
Biblical concept and its meaning for the 
church. 1953. 288p. Abingdon, $3.75. 


A theological scholar traces the concept of 
the kingdom of God through Biblical history, 
showing it as the unifying link between Old 
and New Testaments and as the motivating 
force of the Christian church. Readable and 
not too technical, the book is addressed to 
the general reader, but will also be useful to 
teachers and church study groups. Footnotes 
include added sources for further study, and 
there is a list of the Biblical references cited.

Bryant, Alice (Franklin). Religion for 
the hardheaded. 1953. 116p. Dodd, $2. 


To convince the irreligious and the lukewarm 
in religion, the author has posed the funda- 
mental Christian questions in the form of 
dialogues. The debaters include Believer, 
Hardhead, who insists that “seeing is be- 
lieving,” Agnostic, who subscribes to science, 
and Skeptic. They marshall the classic argu- 
ments for and against Christianity, while 
Believes provides the essentials of a working 
Christian philosophy. A compact and persua- 
sive argument, full of quotations from phi- 
losophers, scientists, and religious thinkers.

Butterfield, Herbert. Christianity, diplo- 
macy and war. 1953. 125p. Abingdon, 
$1.75. 

An evaluation of the possible effects on in- 
ternational relations if Christian principles 
were more generally applied to diplomacy. 
The author, a British historian, claims that 
diplomats of the past were sometimes more 
effective than those of recent times because 
in making allowances for universal human 
frailty, they often limited the aims and scope 
of wars and avoided claims of self-righteous- 
ness and vengeful procedures leading to 
a strong desire for retaliation. He believes 
Christians should recognize the necessity of 





conciliatory measures, humility, and the 

building of a habit of co-operative effort 

which may in time lay the foundations of 

trust and international good will. Persuasive, 

objective, and constructive in tone.

The first American edition of an English 
clergyman’s explanation for laymen of the 
political, economic, social, and religious con- 
ditions extant in Jesus’ time and how these 
background factors influenced His manner 
of teaching. Simple, direct, and brief, with 
a bibliography of added material, this should 
be useful for both general reading and church 
and religious leaders.

Graham, William Franklin. Peace with 
God. 1953. 222p. Doubleday, $2.50. 


The well-known evangelist whose radio and 
television programs and newspaper columns 
are widely followed tells the average man 
how to find peace through religious conver- 
sion, using the Bible and teachings of Jesus 
as his code. He answers questions commonly 
asked by puzzled Christians, persuasively ex- 
plaining Christian concepts of God, sin, the 
Devil, faith, conversion, the second coming of 
Christ, and immortality. Although some read- 
ers may prefer a less fundamentalist ap- 
proach, the book should be helpful to many 
in need of simple, direct guidance in 
strengthening conviction and answering 
doubt.

A history of how English, Scottish, and Welsh 
immigrants have fared economically and so- 
cially in the U.S., based entirely on primary 
source materials. The British immigrants, as 
skilled workers, soon filled the higher paid 
jobs in textiles, iron, and steel, moving up 
to owning and management when other im- 
migrants took their place. Since they pos- 
sessed the same language as the native-born, 
they assimilated easily, and quickly leveled 
social barriers. A scholarly and conscientious 
study, which opens up an area often ignored 
by economic and social historians.

and ballads. An appendix gives added histor- 
ical information on railroads, the naming of 
trains, cars, and companies, and the use of 
standard time. While few readers except 
railroad fans would probably find the whole 
book fascinating, most readers would be apt 
to find much of interest in this collection.

Notes and a bibliography add to the 
reference value of material based partly on 
documentary sources, partly on information 
gleaned from Soviet publications and partly 
on interviews with refugees. :

A lawyer’s analysis of differing conceptions 
of natural law, both past and present, and 
of their significance in the formation of 
political theory on the relationship between 
church and state. The author defends the 
democratic concept on which Ameriéan 
Constitutional law and practice are based as 
opposed to authoritarian and ecclesiastical 
beliefs. A bibliography and notes are in- 
cluded. Readable and of value to those in- 
terested in the philosophy of religion and of 
government.

In this sociological study the author relates 
social systems to the economic functions of 
the community concerned, and the type of 
economy to the transportation facilities. As 
a basis for this theory of community growth 
he outlines the three stages of transportation 
through which the civilized world has passed, 
and shows how the rate and type of urban 
development can be traced to improvements 
in means of transportation, especially since 


the use of steam power. The treatment is 
much more lively than the format would 
indicate.

Whether or not the 
student knows the difference between a 
square root and a standard deviation, he 
should be able to follow this discussion of 
quantitative procedures, the author thinks, 
and derive from it an understanding of ana- 
lytical method in general.

According to the preface, the purpose of this 
book is “to analyze and interpret Chinese 
foreign policy, both in the course of its de- 
velopment over the past century or so and 
in its present-day manifestations.” It at- 
tempts to recapture the Chinese viewpoint, 
and therefore considers internal Chinese de- 
velopments as the primary determinants of 
foreign policy, and the activities of other 
powers only as they throw light upon Chinese 
actions. Because the author is fully aware of 
the controversial nature of his subject he has 
made an effort to be factual and objective, 
at the expense, he implies, of liveliness of 
style.

A short and pungently worded appeal to the 
American businessman, urging him to take 
the initiative and put his house in order be- 
fore the welfare state steps in to do it for 
him. As a financial expert, the author indicts 
him for monopolies, price agreements, high 
tariffs, and a general apathy to the social 
responsibility that the power of his money 
demands. He advocates an American busi- 
ness reformation based on an enlightened 
statesmanship and expanded industrial re- 
search. A footnote to the liberal capitalism 
for which Clarence Randall is a leading 
spokesman.

They show how insurance, securities, 
government and foreign investments, and in- 
vestment in commodities, real estate, mort- 
gages, and business fit in with these basic 
purposes, and offer the layman sound adviee 
on choosing his particular investment ac- 
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cording to the risk, yield, diversification, 
liquidity, marketability, degree of manage- 
ment required, control, protection against in- 
flation and deflation, taxation, minimum sum 
required as a deposit or investment, and 
growth possibilities. They also discuss tax 
exemptions and forecasting the market.

For a year and a half a Jesuit priest lived 
close to the workers in the Chicago stock- 
yard community to produce this study of 
how plant management and plant union 
compete for the loyalty of the employee. The 
plant was Swift & Company, the union was 
C.1.O. Packinghouse Workers, Local 28, made 
up of workers of all races and nationalities. 
From the interviews, here quoted verbatim, 
the author learned that the worker divides 
his allegiance between company and union 
in a dual loyalty. An important contribution 
to industrial relations, with implications for 
business managers, union leaders, labor edu- 
cators, and students of the human factor in 
large-scale enterprise.

English, Irish, Scotch, and Welsh 
dialects have been excluded, except Cock- 
ney; these prose extracts feature the south- 
ern English spoken around London by all 
ranks from kings to commoners. The original 
spelling has been retained; capitalization has 
been modernized. This anthology, which is 
excellent for browsing or reading aloud, is 
also a valuable source book for the study of 
the evolution of English speech.

The story behind the launching of the first 
nuclear-powered submarine, told by a news 
correspondent well versed in submarine re- 
search. Referred to by a former Secretary 
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of the Navy as “the most important piece of 
developmental work in the history of the 
Navy,” this forerunner of an atomic age was 
conceived, designed and pushed through in 
record time by the mind and energy of a 
captain in the Navy, now Rear Admiral 
Hyman Rickover, whose career is inextricably 
interwoven with the whole project. An un- 
usual and timely record of both scientific 
and personal achievement in the face of offi- 
cial red tape and the inevitable antagonisms 
engendered by those more interested in ac- 
complishment than conformity.

Results of studies of core samples 
and specimens accumulated during the voy- 
age are being studied in Europe, England, 
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Australia and the U.S. and are expected to 
benefit most of the sciences.

The studies cover the interrelations of 
climate with astronomy, geology, geography, 
meteorology, paleontology, paleoanthropol- 
ogy, geophysics, and geochemistry. Although 
the papers are scholarly and some are highly 
technical most of the authors have written 
for the information of the non-expert. Well 
documented and illustrated.
